WHO IS IN NECROTOMY ? 

Brian Johnston plays drums, Bruno Munsler 
plays the bass, and I (Ben Stout) take 
the guitar/vox spot. 

HOW LONG HAS THE BAND BEEN TOGETHER? 
NECROTOMY has been together since mid 1989. 
We formed as sort of a thrash band initially 
with a drummer (Brian) who was only 12 years 
old. I was only 14(nearly) and there's tons 
of old members other than us. 

. WHERE DOES THE NAME "NECROTOMY" COME FROM 

AND WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

Necrotomy is sort of an unused term for an 
autopsy. It was made up back in the golden 
years of gore, so that's why we chose it. 
Don't let the name lead you to think we're 
just another gore band. We're a 'little 
deeper than that. 

I KNOW THAT THE SCENE IN NEW ORLEANS HAS .. 

ALOT OF BANDS FLOATING AROUND IN IT AND 

UNDERSTANDABLY. PEOPIE CANNOT SEE ALL THE 

SHOWS ALL THE TIME, DOES THE BATON ROUGE 

SCENE SUFFER FROM THE SAME PROBLEM? 

Baton Rouge's scene is not quite as big as 
New Orleans. Actually, it's way smaller, 
but there are tons of death fans. So, with 
few bands and tons of listeners, there are 
aren't many missed shows.

My favorite show was in Thibodeaux with 
ACID BATH back in July. There was about 
150 people (at a bar!). It was the first 
time we ever had a pit going, and it was 
a nice sized pit. My least favorite was 
with MALICIOUS INTENT back in April. The 
sound was fucked which, in turn made the 
crowd pretty lame. Most of us were ofi 
acid and we were fucking up' left and 
right. It was a really, really bad 
experience. 

TELL ABOUT THE RADIO SHOW THAT YOU DO. 

I am a D.J. at KNSU in Thibodeaux:-(91.5 
FM). Right now, the station is at 6 
watts, but will be going to 250 watts in 
the spring. My show is basically anything 
I want. It's mostly heavy stuff, spoken 
word, and very alternative, I play as 
much local stuff as I have and am trying 
to talk the production manager into 
letting me do interviews with local 
bands, If any bands are interested ( and 
have a demo to play on the air), get in 
touch with me A.S.A.P. I'm hoping I can 
get the interview show, but even if I 
can't, I’ll play your stuff on the air 
and hype the band and any gigs they 
might be doing. 

WHAT ARE YOUR OPINIONS OH LEGALIZING 

MARIJUANA?

WHO'S IN THE BAND? 

GOD AWFUL is Mike DeLaup-drums, Jimmy 
Spicer-bass guitar, Andrew Gros-rhythm 
guitar, A.J. Spicer-lead guitar/vocaIs. 

Ha-' WOULD YOU DESCRIBE YOUR SOUND AND WHAT 

BANDS INFLUENCE YOUR SOUND? . 

We would describe our sound, in some insta¬ 
nces, as a complex thrash band incorporating 
two and three part guitar/bass harmonies arid 
hemolia runs. The music is pretty much up 
front and unlike many bands, we try to 
abolish repetitiousness. Music-wise the 
guitars and bass are influenced by bands 
such as XBNTRIXy UNCLE SLAM, PRONG, SLAYER, 
SEPULTURA, and Angelo Badalementi. Mike is 
more influenced in his playing by RUSH and 
DREAM THEATER. The lyrics are more along the 
lines of SUICIDAL TENDENCIES. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE NEW ORLEANS SCENE? 


Most of them don't even want fliers or 
anything-go home if you're not going in. I 
think people see the bands playing and think 
they make all this money and shit, but we 
seldom make anything . As for favorite local 
bands I really like MALICIOUS INTENT and 
INFECTION, but I think CROWBAR rules. Maybe 
we'll get to play with them someday. 

WIIAT HAVE BEEN YOUR FAVORITE AND T.EAST FAVOPI- 

TE SHOWS? ---— 

'■Jur favorite show that we played would have 
to be in Mississippi for 400 people. The crowd 
really liked us and it was n},ee to see people 
at a show. The only time we played before a ' 
bigger audience was with me and Jimmy and . 
some other guys and it was a plus 1,000 person 
audience. Andy wasn't in the band then, so I, 
his biggest show has been about 200 people. 
Least favorite show was with MALICIOUS INTENT 
and SUDDEN RELAPSE. The crowd really sucked.

HOW CAM IT BE IMPROVED? ANY FAVORITE LOCAL 

BANDS? 

Actually we're disappointed with the N.O. 
scone. In the Last couple years it's just 
really died and you see alot of kids at 
shows that are just there to be social. We 
sit up there busting our asses for forty 
people. It was never like that before. There 
was a time when you could have been on stage 
playing anything and at least a hundred 
people would show. I think the N.O scene 
could be improved if the attitudes of the 
bands would change. A good deal of the 
bands we have played with have just been 
assholes. Bands that we turned down free 
shows with go around and say we suck, or 
real sloppy bands saying how great they are. 
They jiist need to get rid of their egos. As 
for the people, they need to start going to 
shows and quit starting fights if somebody 
just looks at them. Everybody is just trying 
to have fun. I also think people shouldn't 
go to shows and just sit outside and talk. 


WIIAT VS IN THE FUTURE FOR GOD AWFUL ? 

Hopefully in the future we will get signed, 
but I don't know since you've got to be a 
death band these days .Me don't want to be 
conformists to some new trend for our gain, 
otherwise we'd listen to rap. ,I'm not knocking 
death metal because Andy likes it and we all 
like a few death bands. 

WHY IS THE BAND NAMED "GOD AWFUL"? 

We named the band GOD AWFUL becauseof a saying 
I useu to have. Sometimes if we'd play some 
sour harmonies I'd say that's god awful, so 
we liked it and used it as our name. 

ANY FINAL COMMENTS? 

Everybody out there come to the shows, get up 
off your asses. At least try it, come to one 
of our shows and if you don't like it then d 
don't come next time, but at least give us a 
chance. Our new 7-song demo will be out soon 
so look for that. Be true and we’ll play at 
your house someday. 






















WHO'S IN THE BAND? 

Right now it's me”playing guitar and. 
screaming, Dwayne Thomas playing drums, 

Ian Pearson is our new bass guy, and 
Hike Rabalais is our new growl-man. 

HOW WOULD YOU DESCRIBE YOUR SOUND, AND 
WHAT BANDS~BIFLUENCE YOUR SOUND? 

I would describe our sound as brutal, 
vet groovy. We all like music that you 
can get into, 'whether it's SUFFOGA1ION 
or RAGE AGAINST THE MACHINE. We try to 
have alot of different styles combined, 
but I wouldn't say we're a mixture of 
anything. The bands that most influence 
our sound have to be SEVERANCE (an old 
local band) and SUFFOCATION. We used to 
listen to SEVERANCE alot and play^music 
like them, but in the past year we’ve 
developed sort of a death-groove tiling. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE NEW ORLEANS 
SCENE? i 1 •••- 

The N.O. scene has good bands, but not 
enough places to hear them. Dwayne^s 
the oldest in the band, and he's 1?. We 
can't play anywhere or hardly see anybody 
play, because everyone plays at bars where 
we can't get in, except for The Abstract, 
and that place just sucks; no A/C, no PA, 
no crowd when we play because everybody 
goes to the places where older bands play. 
I mean, we're not kids, but we’re not 18. 

WHAT- HAVE BEEN Y OUR FAVORITE AND LEAST . 
FAVORITE SHOWS? 

My favorite was a gig we played at The 
Abstract with SUDDEN RELAPSE and NO IDEA. 
We only made 13 bucks (total) that night, 
but the crowd was awesome. There were 
these 2 chicks that got into a fight right 
in front of the stage while we were 
playing. Dwayne’s favorite was a gig we 
played with APOSTASY and GOD AWFUL. It was 
the first time we'd ever played with 
GOD AWFUL, and if you know anything about 


us, you know that just about every gig 
has been with them. I didn't like that 
gig too much because everything kept 
going wrong. The crowd was good, though. 

WHAT'S IN THE FUTURE FOR INFECTION? 

Right now we're about to go into the 

studio and record our new demo, 

’’Defaced". There's going to be 4 new 
songs (and one secret special song), 
but we just got 2 new members in the 
band, and it'll probably be a while. 
Hopefully, after we get our shit 
together, we'll start playing gigs with 
ACID BATH and DESTITUTE SAVIOR..1 don’t 
know where, though, 

WHY IS THE BAND NAMED INFECTION? 

The band is named INFECTION because all 
of our lyrics are about stuff that most 
people find uneasy to talk about. (Well, 
maybe not, but at least we're trying.) 
Anyway, when parents find out that their 
kids are listening to stuff that has 
meaning,,and not just recycled MTV shit, 
they don't like it. Thought infects the 
mind. I hope that answered your question. 

WHAT IS YOUR OPINION ON ABORTION? 

Stanley from GOD AWFUL asked me that 
question once, after reading the lyrics 
for "Torn from the Womb". I gave him a 
pretty fucked answer, but here it goes 
again. I feel that it’s wrong to kill, 
and I wouldn’t choose it, but, on the 
other hand, I believe in freedom, and I 
hate it when people take freedom from me, 
so I think it whould be legal. The song 
just describes what I Saw on a videotape 
and how pissed I was. That's what most 
of my songs are about, how pissed I am,
